In  euch  cf'o,  will  not  the  occupation 
of  Hongkong  become  necefio^ry,  an'’  result  in  the  declaration  of  wrrY  If 
BO,  the  U.S.A.  would  orobably  resort  at  least  to  embargo  measureB." 

To  theee  words,  I  reolied:  "In  CPce  such  a  situation  comes  about, 

I  believe  it  is  not  only  necosoary  for  our  nation  to  rine  up  with  deep 
consideration  and  a  full  detor...inntlon,  but  it  alco  requires  a  firm 
resolution  on  the  part  of  our  oeoplo.  Thoreforo,  the  matter  ahoulc.  be 
handled  very  prudently  'zy  the  Linlson  CorJ'eronce  of  the  Imperial  Jcnorrl 
Headnuartere  and  the  Imperial  Conference  eo  that  we  do  not  become  in¬ 
volved  in  incidents  which  ma.y  occur  abroad." 

His  Vajeaty  also  stated  regarding  the  Chiria  Incident  as  follows; 
"Before  the  Karoo-Polo  Bridge  Incident  happened,  I  folt  r  war  with  Chir.a 
v'ns  inevitable.  Kowevsr,  I  thought  it  abeoXutely  necoeaary  to  coapro- 
ciee  with  her  for  the  time  being  because  of  the  need  of  defense  ega.inet 
Soviet  Russia  on  the  othar  hand.  Ab  the  Kamchatka  problem  was  at  that 
time  an  issue,  I  celled  the  Imperial  Prince,  who  was  Chief  of  the 
wenoral  Staff  and  the  War  Kini.tcr  to  ask  for  their  views  on  th.s  matter. 
Their  .'’newer  vf  a  sometnlng  to  the  effect  that  as  far  as  the  Arm;/  is 
concerned,  there  is  no  need  for  v'orry  obout  preparations  against  Soviet 
Hupsia  and  that  a.  war  ’'ith  China,  if  it  occura,  could  be  brought  to  an 
end  within  two  or  three  months.  Conseouently,  qy  idea  was  left  unreal¬ 
ized.  !'iy  intention  was  to,  after  consulting  KOiiCYR,  hold  an  Imperial 
Confeicnce  in  oner  to  make  e  final  decision  on  th<.<  mat'.or,  but  I  feared 
such  a  confeience  would  end  in  feilure  if  the  Army  is  oooopad  to  a:/  idea. 
This  is  why  I  talked  with  the  military  heads  in  advance,  but  the  result 
was  Uiisatiofactory  a.s  I  have  already  said.  Such  wra  their  anisertion, 
and  that  assertion  would,  be  Justified  if  they  stuck  to  it,  but  onco  the 
i-ar  begun  with  China,  they  inFtantly  8uff(?red  lack  in  military  force,  and 
yet  when  I  ed.viaed  venturing  the  transfer  of  troops  from  th.*  Soviet- 
Kanchuicuo  oord.er,  they  replied  they  could  not.  Thus,  the  preount  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  pituation  w;  s  created." 
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KIb  Xajooty  crmtlnucd  to  trlk  nn  follov'oj 
"I  talked  with  the  tfnr  Mlnlutor  yontordpy.  According  to  his,  the 
Chungking  oporrtione  nre  not  progreoeing  ra  aaoothly  nn  '  e  had  er-roected 
at  firot,  rnd  to  our  four  oropoople,  including  the  olace  of  ceetir^,  they 
have  not  rnovfored,  but  I  hoar  they  still  inoiot  on  Changaha.
